Defense spending is the only alternative to boost our economy 
Claimed Frank !tis in this area that Ronaid Reagan has promised more 
than President Carter, Frank said

Prologue 


Basking in the media limelight can become habit - 
forming for athletes But what happens when the 
lights die out and the athlete becomes just as in 
nocous and ordinary as the rest of the populace? 

Take boxing, for example. If the worid of sports is 
a solar system, then boxers are shooting stars, rising 
to fame by the same proportion that they will fall Do 
you remember names like Foreman. Norton and 
Spinks? All were heavyweight champions, but now 
all are about as obscure as a 53 Studebaker 

Welterweight fighter Pete Ranzany is currently at 
the crossroad of his career Ranzany, easily the 
most celebrated CSUS student, has played Caeser's 
Palace in Las Vegas, has been on national TV and 
has sold out the Sacramento Memorial Auditorium 

But at 27, Ranzany realizes his ring career has 
reached its apex and that he must ponder the future 
He's 18 units away from obtaining his BA degree in 
Communications. But foremost on his mind is his 
fight with Wilfred Benitez on Nov 22. What follows 
are views on his upcoming fight and his future 


THE BOXER 


The Capitol Boxing Gym on Stockton Bivd is 
about as representive an example of an urban fight 
ing gym as One Can want. Brightly colored murals 
depicting various breeds of boxers decorate the out 
side walls. A large boxing ring dominates the main 
room. The place has a cracked lime green ceiling 
sporting a few dim flourescent lights. The walls are 
thoroughly plastered with old posters promoting 
fights and fighters that are now boxing history 
Names like Zarate, Batista, Stander and Roman are 
featured in inch - high type 

Several fighters are working out on the heavy 
bag, the jump rope and other auxiliary equipment 
One fighter, looking rather inconspicuous in a dark 
blue tank top and blue tennis shorts, climbs through 
the ropes and starts shadow boxing inthe ring Heis 
muscular, but has no grotesque features that mark 
most veteran fighters 

While Ranzany dances and jabs at a ghost op 
ponent, stablemate Paul Jones is busy getting his 
gear on for a workout. Jones has worked with 
Ranzany for the past two years and almost boasts 
about the welterweight boxer 

“Pete's got a lot of confidence, he thinks he really 
has a shot in this fight,” Jones says 

The fight happens to be against a foe who took 
Sugar Ray Leonard to the 15th round last November 
before losing a TKO. Wilfred Benitez is certainly 
no pushover, but Ranzany’s camp is staying 
confident 


“Pete is throwing a lot of punches and he looks 
pretty strong right now,” Jones comments 

The Ranzany camp is still flexing its muscles after 
Pete's September defeat of Sal Lopez. That fight was 
big because the boxing bragging rights of Sac- 
ramento were at stake. Jones scoffs at the pressure 
that was put on Ranzany before the Lopez fight 

“People said there was a jot of pressure, but | 
don't think Lopez was aii that tough.” 

Ranzany continues his sparring, going five 
rounds against a veteran boxer before moving to the 
various punching bags 

Ranzany works on the bags for another half - hour 
before posing for some program pictures. The 
photographers herd the fighter to various parts of 
the gym and have him pose, sometimes in one 
position for five minutes. Joey Lopes, Ranzany's 
manager, gets restiess. Lopes, clad in his white polo

The glory frorn that fight lasted until Dec. 13, 1977 
when Armando Muniz kr ked out Pete Then afte, 
four wins, including a victory over the tough Randy 
Shields, Ranzany went up against Jose (Pepino} 
Cuevas for the WBA. welterweight title. Cuevas 
popped his Pepinos all over Pete in asecond- round 
knockout He bounced back to win the United States 
Welterweight title on Dec 12, 1978 Jefeating Jimmy 
Heair 

Then came the momentus fight against Sugar 
Ray on Aug 12, 1979 Ranzany started out strong 
but was hurt in the fourth round. Leonard then put 
the finishing touches on Pete for the victory 

Even after five wins in 1980, everyone thought 
Ranzany was finished That set the Stage for the 
Lopez fight 

“I knew | had to win that fight or else | would have 
to quit boxing or move out of town. Their peopie 
were giving us a lot of shit and we were giving them a 
lot of shit

Ranzany is a heavy underdog tn the Benitez fight 
but in a way, hes always been an underdog 
throughout his life, battling the odds to achieve 
some fame in the ring. His future plans might be 
muddled, but he is secure 

‘RANSAC has been good to me, despite what 
people keep writing,” he says. If | can get twomore 
major fights, then I'll be set, not or life, but I'll be 
comfortable. | own my own house, now.” 

The interview over, Ranzany slings his equipment 
over his shoulder and heads out of the gym like a 
cowboy after arodeo He stops, pauses for one more 
picture, and then moves on. With his wire rim glasses 
and street clothes, the 5-10'%-147 Ib. Ranzany looks 
like anything but a veteran boxer. But it’s not looks 
or Style that predicates success it's persistence
